Another Big Banquet—Concert at 
the, Pavilion. 

San Franorsco, Aug. 5.—The De- 
partment.of California, G. A. R., this 
evening, tendered a banquet to the 
Commander-in-Chief and members of 
the Twentieth National Encampment of 
the G. A. R., at Odd Fellows Hall. 
About five hundred and fifty persons 
were present, among whom were Com- 
mander-in-Chief Burdette, Governor

SHOT IN THE HEAD. 


Serious Result of Somebody’s Crim - 
amal Carelessness, 

Robert J. Forsyth, a well-known citi- 
zen, at 5:30 p. m. yesterday, while walk- 
ing along Second street, immediately 
opposite the City Hall, received a violent 
blow about an inch above the right ear. 
He was severely stunned, but did not 
lose consciousness. Putting his hand to 
the seat of injury, he discovered blood 
flowing freely. After recovering from 
the first effects of the shock, believing 
himself to have n shot, he crossed 
over to the police office to inquire if any- 
one had been shooting. The officers had 
beard no report. On being called to the 
case, at 7 p. m., Dr. Seymour found the 
bullet-hole, located as described, and the 
flattened bullet lying on the skull, an 
inch downward and forward. The open- 
ing had to be enlarged in order to effect 
the removal of the misshapen ball. 
It had evidently been conical, and was 
shot from a weapon of small caliber. It 
was probably a spent ball, and yet its 
force was sufficient, had it struck the 
temple, to have produced fatal results. 
Fortunately, although the bone was de- 
nuded of periosteum, there was no frac- 
ture discoverable. The ball passed 
through the hat at the lower edge of the 
band, and through the leather lining.
